Jesus here gives the way of hap- 
piness and blessedness for every 
Christian. Open your Bible and 
look up~the references; and we be- 
lieve you will be richly blessed by 
this Bible study on the beatitudes. 


VERSE 3: “Blessed are the poor 
in spirit: for their’s is the kingdom 
of heaven.” Compare this with 
Luke 6:20. Notice that Luke says 
“poor,” while Matthew says ‘‘poor 
in spirit.” The meaning is the 
same, with Matthew going into 
more detail. Luke says “kingdom 
of God,” while Matthew says 
“kingdom of heaven.” It is blessed 
to be poor, particularly if the pov- 
erty is felt in the spirit. Compare 
this with “Woe unto you that are 
rich!” (Luke 6:24). The Saviour 
did not mean it is good to be with- 


itual virtues. Rather, He meant 
that in dealing with God it is a 
blessed thing. to have the humility 
of the poor, the broken heart of 
the poor. If a man feels his need, 
his poverty, so that he can pray 
as a poor and needy creature beg- 
ging for help, then blessed is that 
man, for he will be heard. The poor 
in spirit are those who see their 
helplessness and see how valueless 
are temporal things, wealth, 
houses, land, fame. A rich man can 
be “poor in spirit.” A poor man 
can be proud and haughty and so 
have none of the virtues of the 
poor, and miss the blessing God 
means for the poor. See Revela- 
tion 3:17, 18, where God de- 
scribes those who do not feel poor 
but really are wretchedly poor in 
His sight. These miss God’s bless- 
ing. Compare this with James 2: 
1-6. James 2:5 speaks of the poor 
as “heirs of the kingdom,” like 
Matthew 5:3. 


God particularly loves the poor. 
He will not hear the prayers of 
those who do not help the poor 
(Prov. 21:13; Isaiah 58:7, 10; 
Prov. 14:31; Psa. 41:1; Prov. 19: 
17). God forbids money lenders to 
keep as security the garment of 
the poor (Matt. 11:5). And in 
winning souls we are especially en- 
joined to “Bring hither the poor, 
and the maimed, and the halt, and 
the blind” (Luke 14:21). The poor 
have many blessings that rich do 
not have: usually better health, 
happier marriages, more children, 
less worries, fewer suicides, and 
are easier to reach with the gospel 
(Luke 18:23-25; Mark 12:37). Laz-

IN SERMON ON THE MOUNT 


he went up into a mountain: 


and taught them, saying, 


“Blessed are they that mourn: for they shall be comforted. 


they shall inherit the earth. 


“Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness: for they shall be filled. 

“Blessed are the merciful: for they shall obtain mercy. 

‘Blessed are the pure in heart: for they shall see God. 

“Blessed are the peacemakers: for they shall be called the 


“Blessed are they which are persecuted for righteousness’ 
sake: for their’s is the kingdom of heaven. 

“Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute 
you, and shall say all manner of evil against you falsely,, for 


_ “Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for great is your reward 
in heaven: for so persecuted they the prophets which were 


— Matthew 5:1-12. 


while the rich man was lost (Luke 
16:22, 23). Jesus is “the poor 
man’s Friend.” 


Oh, Christian, do not strive to 
be rich, but rather “be content with 
such things as ye have” (Heb. 13: 
5; I Tim. 6:6-11). Seek first the 
kingdom of God (Matt. 6:33), and 
trust the Saviour who loves the 
poor. 


Jesus himself “though he was 
rich, yet for your sakes he became 
poor, that ye through-his poverty 
might be rich” (II Cor. 8:9). What 
infinite grace! He was born in a 
stable and laid in a_ borrowed 
manger when there was no room 
for Him in the inn, Though the 
foxes had holes and the birds of 
the air had nests, yet the Son of 
man had not where to lay His head 
(Matt. 8:20). And when He died, 
He left only a seamless garment, » 
and was buried in a _ borrowed 
grave (John 19:23, 24; Matt. 27: 
60). Every poor man ought to 
love Jesus Christ. 


VERSE 4: “Blessed are they 
that mourn: for they shall be com- 
forted.” Here is a paradox. Jesus 
seems to say that it is happy to be 
sad; it is fortunate to be unfor- 
tunate; and that we are to rejoice 
over weeping. And indeed that is 
true, though it does not seem so to 
human wisdom. But it means what 
it says, and Jesus said more about 
it which is told in Luke 6:21. He 
said, “Blessed are ye that hunger 
now: for ye shall be filled. Blessed 
are ye that weep now: for ye shall 
laugh.’ Joy comes out of sorrow 
and blessing out of trouble. Notice 
some of the blessings the Bible 
says come from sorrow. (1) God 
is near to the broken hearted (Psa. 
34:18). (2) God hears the prayer 
of the broken hearted (Psa. 51: 
17). (3) “Tribulation worketh pa- 
tience,’”’ develops character (Rom. 
5:3). (4) “Our light affliction, 
which is but for a moment, work- 
eth for us a far more exceeding 
and eternal weight of glory” (II 
Cor. 4:17). That is wonderful re- 
ward in Heaven. Compare this 
verse with Revelation 7:17, and 21: 
4. Every sorrow of a Christian. 
will be rewarded many-fold in 
Heaven. How sad to miss joys in 
Heaven because we never mourned 
any here! 

Mourning and sorrow sometimes 
bring revival (Isa. 66:8; Jonah 2: - 
5-10; Psa. 126:5, 6). Compare this 
verse also with the blessed prgm-

ise, “Weeping may endure for a 
night, but joy cometh in the morn- 
ing” (Psa. 30:5). Laughter goes 
with pride, indifference, and world- 
ly-mindedness, oftentimes. Mourn- 


. ing goes with prayer, contrition, 


penitence and humility. Only those 
who sorrow can be near the Sav- 
iour and understand the Saviour 
for He was “a man of sorrows, and 
acquainted with grief” (Isa. 53: 
3; Matt. 26:37, 38). See James 
4:9, 10. The great men of the Bi- 
ble were men of tears: Jeremiah 
(Lam. 1:12; Jer. 9:1), David. (Psa. 
6:6; Psa. 42: 3), Paul (Acts 20: 
31; Rom. 9:2, 3; Il:Cor. 2:4: 
Cor. 4:8-10; Phil. 3:18). 

‘Sorrow often leads sinners to be 
saved. The death of Lazarus was 
for the glory of God (John 11:4, 
14, 15), and led others to be saved 
(John 12:10, 11). 

God is nearer to the widow and 


-Oorphan than to the married wife 


or protected child; nearer to the 
poor than the rich; nearer to the 
hungry than the full. Better have 
evil things and sorrows here like 


‘Lazarus the beggar and be com- 


forted later, than to have riches 
here and to be tormented later like 
the rich man (Luke 16:25). Thank 
God for sorrow! Blessed are those 
that mourn! Thank God for the 
comfort. 

VERSE 5: “Blessed are _ the 
meek: for they shall inherit the 
earth.” Jesus is quoting from 
Psalm 37:11. See also Psalm 25: 
9. Meekness is another word for 
humility. See James 4:10; I Pet. 
5:6; Luke 14:11. The inheritance 
of the meek will be when Christ 
rules on the earth. Now the proud, 
the haughty, the rich, the war- 
like, the selfish, the brutal, rule on 
earth. Verse 5 here is a promise 
of the coming kingdom of Christ. 
Notice that it is on “earth.” We 
are taught to pray “Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth, 
as it is in heaven” (Matt. 6:10). 
The reign of Christ will be on earth 
with His throne at Jerusalem (Isa. 
2:1-4; Isa. 11:9; Rev. 5:10). Notice 
many of these promises plainly say 
the kingdom will be on “the earth.” 
See also Micah 4:1-8 and Luke 19: 
17-19. The meek will not inherit 


the earth until Jesus returns to 
reign. 
VERSE 6: “Blessed are they 


which de hunger and thirst after 
righteousness: for they shall be 
filled.” Many invitations are given 
in the Bible for those that are 
thirsty. See Isaiah 55:1, 2; Revela- 
tion 22:17; Revelation 21:6; John 
4:10-14. Spiritual thirst is a great 
virtue. The Psalmist said, “As the 
hart panteth after the water 
brooks, so panteth my soul after 
thee, O God. My soul thirsteth for 
God, for the living God: when shall 
I come and appear before God?” 
Psa. 42:1, 2).~God sees the long- 
ing of the soul as well as He-hears 
the spoken cry. 


The blessed thing about hunger- 
ing and thirsting after righteous- 
ness is that one “shall be filled.” 
Eventually, of course, all Chris- 
tians will be filled with righteous- 
ness, will be all they aspire to be, 
and without sin. If people long to 
be righteous, they will be right- 
eous, and that is a blessed thought. 
But that is-not the primary mean- 
ing here. Those that hunger and 
thirst after righteousness will be 
filled with righteousness far bet- 
ter than any of their own, for 
Christ is the righteousness of God. 
Those who hunger after righteous- 
ness must turn to Christ and in re- 
ceiving Him, are filled with right- 
eousness. Much of the book of 
Romans is written to tell of that 
righteousness of Jesus which a 
poor, undeserving sinner may claim 


_ for his own and be filled. The right- 


eousness of God is manifest in the 
death of Christ on the cross paying 
for sin (Rom. 3:21-26). Read that 
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THE BLESSED ONES 


passage carefully. This righteous- 
ness is recetved “by faith of Jesus 
Christ.” “Abraham believed God 
and it was counted to him for 
righteousness” (Rom. 4:3), and so 
every one “that worketh not (has 
no righteousness of his own) but 


‘believeth on him that justifieth the 


ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness” (Rom. 4:5), and 
Paul quotes David as describing 
“the blessedness of the man, unto 
whom God imputeth righteousness 
without works’ (Rom. 4:6-8). 
Compare with Psalm 32:1, 2. Ro- 
mans 4:6 uses similar language to 
Matthew 5:6, both speaking of the 
blessed man who hungers and 
thirsts after righteousness and re- 
ceives it, but not human righteous- 
ness, the righteousness of Christ 
imputed to him. 


Read Romans 10:1-13. Go 
through that passage underlining 
righteousness. And verse 10 shows 
it is received by faith. Romans 
10:4 sums up the whole thing: 
“Christ is the end of the law for 
righteousness to every one that be- 
lieveth.” All who really hunger 
after righteousness will gladly re- 
ceive Christ. Those who do not 
want Christ do not want righteous- 
ness. The sermon on the mount is 
not all law. Much of it is gospel, 
and verse 6 is. 


Remember that Christ calls Him- 
self the bread from Heaven (John 
6:33-58). This bread is received by 
trusting Him. There is no true 
righteousness and no. salvation 
without eating and drinking of 
Christ’ by faith... Speaking of 
works and righteousness, Jesus 
said, “This is the work of God, 
that ye believe on him whom he 
hath sent” (John 6:29). Praise 
God that those that are thirsty and 
hungry are freely invited to be 
filled with Christ who is the right- 
eousness of God. 


VERSE 7: “Blessed are the mer- 
ciful; for they shall obtain mercy.” 
In Matthew 18:23-35 Jesus gave a 
parable with this exact lesson, 
“forgive if you would be forgiven.” 
He even taught us to remember 
this when we pray, and to forgive 
all (Matt. 6:12, 14,15; Mark 11: 
25, 26). Our showing mercy to 
others is a condition of God show- 
ing mercy to us and answering our 
prayers. The other side of the 
story is pictured in James 2:13. 
If we judge harshly, we shall be 
judged harshly. These verses are 
of great importance. I suggest 
particularly that you memorize 
Ephesians 4:32. Notice how many 
times one is to forgive the same 
person (Matt. 18:21, 22). To for- 
give means to have a spirit like 
Christ and nothing can please the 
Father better or make surer your 
own forgiveness. An_ especially 
strong verse on this is Luke 6:37. 


If one reads this who has in his 
heart some grudge, unforgiveness 
against anybody in the world, then 
I beg you at this moment, before 
you leave this page, forgive it, blot 
it out and remove that stumbling 
block between you and God. For- 
give and be forgiven of God! 


VERSE 8: “Blessed are the pure 
in heart: for they shall see God.” 
Several meanings are possible here. 
(1) One who has been cleansed in 
heart, that is born again, will see 


God, that is will be saved. God: 


purifies the hearts of sinners by 
faith (Acts 15:9). Again the Scrip- 
ture says that people “purify their 
hearts in obeying the truth” (that 
is the gospel message to repent 
and believe); this purification is a 
work through the Spirit and one 
so purified is born again (I Pet. 
1:22, 23). See also Titus 2:14). 
Every converted person becomes a 
partaker of the divine nature (II 
Pet 1:4), and God’s seed remains 
in the Christian so that a certain 
part of every Christian cannot con- 
tinue in sin (I John 3:9). Notice 
that the beatitude here _ says, 
“Blessed are the pure IN HEART.” 
That is another way of saying, 
“Blessed are those who have re- 
ceived a new heart from God when 
they were born again.” (2) A.sec- 
ond meaning is, that as one is pure 
in his thoughts and life and puts 
the Lord first turns away from 
worldliness and sin, he will feel the 
presence of God more and more, 
know the will of God, come face 
to face with God. Jesus promised 
the disciples He and the Father 
would manifest themselves 
(through the Holy Spirit) to those 
that love Him and keep His com- 
mandments (John 14:15-26). The 
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Holy Spirit reveals the Father to 
us and particularly to Christians 
who so love Christ as to keep His 
commandments and live for Him. 
With this in mind, the Apostle Paul 
by divine inspiration commanded 
Timothy: “Keep thyself pure” (I 
Tim. 5:22). Second Timothy 2: 

19-22 is on the same subject. He 
was to “flee also youthful lusts... 

out of a pure heart.” Timothy was 
to be an example in purity (I 
Tim. 4:12), and was to treat Chris- 
tian women “with all purity” (I 
Tim. 5:2). The cry of David in 
Psalm 51, especially verses 2:7, 
10 is for a pure heart; may our 
dear Heavenly Father wash and 
cleanse the heart of every reader 
and make it pure in His holy sight 
that we, too, may see God, having 


Him revealed to us day by day. 


through the Holy Spirit and 
through the Word. 


VERSE 9: “Blessed are _ the 
peacemakers: for they shall be 
called the children of God.” Jesus, 
God’s Son Himself, is the greatest 
Peacemaker. How fitting, then, 
that other peacemakers should be 
thought like Jesus and be called 
the children of God. Peacemaking 
is another term for brotherly love, 
The outside world does not recog- 
nize many Christian virtues, but 
it does recognize the virtue of 
brotherly love. “By this shall all 
men--know that ye are my dis- 
ciples, if ye have love one to an- 
(John 13:35). Love is a 
coin good in every market, a badge 
of godliness recognized by the vil- 
est sinners. How many Christians 
lose all their influence for God be- 
cause they are not peaceable but 
quarrelsome, not kindly and for- 
giving, but bitter and hateful! The 
Bible has many warnings about 
tattlers, busybodies in other men’s 
affairs and tale bearers. See espe- 
cially Proverbs 26:20; First Tim- 
othy 5:13; Second Thessalonians 
3:11, and First Peter 4:15. 


Peacemaking involves all the 
Christian virtues, brotherly love, 
unselfishness, humility, forgive- 
ness. See Romans 14:19; First 
Thessalonians 5:13; Second Tim- 
othy 2:22; Hebrews 12:14; James 
3:17, 18; Romans 12:18. Famous 
examples of peacemaking in the 
Bible are Genesis 13:8, 9; Genesis 
26:17-22; Genesis 32:13 to Genesis 
33:4. Remember that peacemakers 
will be called the children of God. 
How happy, how blessed is the 
peacemaker. 


VERSES 10-11: “Blessed are ye, 
when men shall revile you, and per- 
secute you, and say all manner 
of evil against you falsely, for my 
sake. Rejoice, and be exceeding 
glad: for great is your reward in 
heaven; for so persecuted they the 
prophets which were before you. 
Notice that this beatitude has the 
same blessing as that in verse 3, 
“their’s is the kingdom of heaven” 
(vs. 10), and “great is your re- 
ward in heaven” (vs. 12). Com- 
pare this passage with Luke 6: 
22-23. These verses say you are 
blessed and happy to be persecuted, 
but Luke 6:26 gives the other side 
of this truth, “Woe unto you, when 
all men shall speak well of you! 
for so did their fathers to the false 
prophets.” The marks of a true 
prophet are persecution for right- 
eousness’s sake. The mark of a 
false prophet is. universal popu- 
larity. Christians ought to be like 
Jesus (and the world hated Him 
and persecuted Him (John 15:18- 
21; John 17:14). Many things the 
true Christian must suffer if he is 
true to Christ. Notice that one of 
the hardest things is, he must suf- 
fer evil talk and slander. People 
“shall say all manner of evil 
against you falsely, for my sake’”’ 
(vs. 11) and shall “cast out your 
name as evil’ (Luke 6:22). This 
is the last beatitude, and the bur- 
den which seems harder than all 
others has yet the greater bless- 
ing than all others. While the other 
beatitudes for the poor in spirit, 


the mourning, the meek, the hun- | 


gering and thirsting after right- 
eousness, the merciful, the pure in 
heart and the peacemakers are all 
simply called blessed, in one verse 
each, this beatitude is given three 
verses, restated and with the ex- 
press ‘command, “Rejoice and be 
exceeding’ glad!” And in Luke we 
are even commanded to “Rejoice 
ye in that day and leap for joy”! 
This is the highest blessedness of 
a Christian, to suffer like Jesus 
suffered for His sweet name’s sake 
and for no sins of our own. There 
is no blessing in suffering for our 
own sins (I Pet. 2:19, 20), but 
when we suffer for Jesus’ sake, 
what wonderful reward is to be

We ought to rejoice openly, 
happily, gloriously if we are some- 
times allowed to suffer for Jesus’ 
sake. The same thing is told in 
First Peter..4:16. The true Chris- 
tian ought to expect persecution, 
for he will get it. See Second Tim- 
othy 3:12. The example of Christ 
and all the apostles, particularly 
Paul, ought to teach us to expect 
persecutions. Spurgeon was de- 
spised by the Baptists of his day, 
withdrew from the Baptist Union 
of England because of its modern- 
ism. Finney was feared and slan- 
dered as a sensationalist, accused 
of various religious excesses and 
heresies.. Moody was. called 
“Crazy Moody,’ ” and Torrey was 
counted a fanatic on the Holy Spir- 
it and prayer, misunderstood and 
hurt even by good Christian men 
in his old age. God’s truest saints 
have suffered persecution. The 
apostles were “Rejoicing that they 
were counted worthy to suffer 
| Shame for His name” (Acts 5:41). 

This blessing of persecution, the 
greatest blessing about which we 
are commanded to have the great- 
est joy, has its reward primarily 
|in. Heaven and in the reign of 
Christ on earth, just as the poor 
will have their reward in that 
blessed kingdom, too. One can be 
happy that he is poor and will- 
ingly consent to stay poor for 
Christ’s sake.

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gospel I ever heard. He was not 
ordained as a preacher, but then 
neither was D. L. Moody. I heard 
Mr. Bryan preach on “The Bible 
and Its Enemies” in the spring of 
1921 in Chicago when _I was a 
graduate student in the University 
of Chicago.

Calling America 
To Prayer

And then in the 5th chapter of 
Luke, the 16th verse, we find these 
words: 

“And he withdrew himself 
into the _ wilderness, and 
prayed.” 

And if you will read a few verses 
previous to that you will find Him 
over in the land of Palestine heal- 
ing the sick. 

We read as follows in the 15th 
verse of the 5th chapter: 

“But so much the more went 
there a fame abroad of him: 
and great multitudes came to- 
gether to hear, and to be 
healed by him of their infirmi- 
ties.” 

It was a critical time — and I 
put it reverently — it was a critical 
time in the life of the Lord Jesus 
Christ because this saying was go- 
ing abroad and He felt the need 
of prayer, so He withdrew Him- 
self in the wilderness and prayed. 
Beware when all men speak well 
of you. It is a critical time in the 
life of any man when he begins 
to be praised mightily. You need 
to go to the mountain in prayer 
and ask God to keep you humble. 

And then in the 12th chapter of 
Luke we find that just the night 
before: Christ selected His twelve 
disciples, He went into a mountain 
to pray. It was of great import- 
ance that He select the right man. 

When one gets saved, it is im- 
portant to spend much time in 
prayer. 

Oh, beloved, this is a time of 
national emergency in our country 
and if there ever was a time when 
God’s children need to pray, it is 
now. On the 16th day of June, we 
have one of the greatest national 
days of prayer we have ever had. 
Now if God’s beloved Son, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, was dependent upon 
His Father and had need to pray, 
how much more we, His children, 
frail as we are, should feel our 
need and be much in prayer, ask- 
ing wisdom from above. 

As we turn to the 11th chapter 
of Luke, we are not surprised to 
find the statement I read to you. 
These words are spoken by the be- 
loved disciple, John, and he said, 
“Lord, teach us to pray.’ They 
had been watching the Lord in 
prayer and had taken notice about 
His attitude and about His kind- 
ness to all in all circumstances. 
They got a feeling in their hearts 
they needed to know how to pray 
and to pray, and so we find these 
words, just so natural, coming from 
the lips of one of the disciples, say- 
ing, ‘Lord, teach us to pray.” 

Just in a moment’s time, I want 
to give you as a passing thought 
before I begin on the message of 
the evening. Notice these- words 
were not directed to any earthly 
king or potentate or leader or any 
Sanhedrin or ruler, but directed to 
the Lord Himself. “Lord, teach us 
to pray.” The Lord is the Master 
Teacher. And in these words we 
find a great truth in the little word 
teach. If you are to be taught, 
you have to be attentive and re- 
ceptive. And let me say further, 
do not learn everything in the 
world today. You grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of the Lord 
Jesus Christ as you sit at the feet 
of the great Master Teacher, with 
receptive hearts. He will teach you 
and lead. you into all truth. Then 
the word is, “Lord, teach wus to 
pray,” we who are members of 
His body, the true church, all who 
are born again, all who have en- 


| service. 


ground for this statement in Luke 
11. I am just going to give it to 
you quickly to show there are rich 
lessons here, if you will read care- 
fully. In Luke 10, the Lord tells 
us about'selecting the seventy dis- 
ciples, sending them out two by 
two. What great success they had! 
And in verse 17 of the 10th chap- 
ter we read as follows: 

“And the seventy returned 
again with joy, saying, Lord, 
even the devils are subject un- 
to us through thy name.” 

Now you would expect the Lord 
to applaud them to the skies for 
the wonderful work accomplished, 
but will you drop down to the 20th 
verse and notice how. genteel the 
Lord is in leading the Seventy into 
a higher realm of service. He said 
to the seventy: 

“Notwithstanding in this re- 
joice not, that the spirits are 
subject unto you; but rather 
rejoice, because your names 
are written in heaven.” 

What does He mean? Here is 
one of the finest lessons ‘that you 
need to learn and one of the most 
important lessons that you need to 
learn in your Christian life; main- 
tain a good balance in your Chris- 
tian life. Learn not to be taken 
up with all service and no medita- 
tion, thinking upon the things be- 
yond and above. And if a man is 
wrapped up in service, going about 
doing much and spending little 
time in meditation, listen, there 
will be motion but no. forward 
progress, and you will be like the 
children of Israel, thirty-eight and 
one-half years in the land of wil- 
derness. They did not even get into 
Canaan. Why? Lots of motion, 
but they were out of fellowship, 
they did not come into relation- 
ship as they should. But on the 
other hand no man is as he should 
be unless he is active and diligent 
in holy service. David sang the 
song, “He maketh me to lie down 
in green pastures,” that is, to have 
communion. But David also sang, 
“He leadeth me in the paths of 
righteousness,” and there we find 
action and progress and service. 

Now it is so difficult to maintain 
a balance between the two. We 
must not be so active as to neglect 
communion for there is great 
danger there. On the other hand, 
we must not be so mystical as to 
bec6Ome impractical. There is much 
work to be done. James says, 
“Show me your faith by your 
works” (Jas. 2:18). And so Christ 
said to the seventy disciples in ef- 
fect; ‘‘Beware, don’t let your suc- 
cesses crowd out the consideration 
of heavenly things. Rejoice that 
your names are written in Heaven. 
Don’t be carried away by earthly 
successes. Set your affection, on 
the other hand, on things above, 
and be a balanced Christian.” Oh, 
how we need that instruction, how 
we need that reproof these days. 


Immediately, then, in the 10th 
chapter Christ begins to instruct 
the seventy regarding spiritual 
He tells about the good 
Samaritan, then brings in about 
Mary and Martha, teaching us that 
while we ought to abound in serv- 
ice, do good to our fellow man, 
yet we must not fail in our wor- 
ship and be in quiet contempla- 
tion, sitting at His feet. While it 
is practical to be like the seventy, 
to be like Martha, we ought also 
to be like Mary, sitting at His feet. 


Put down four little words in 
the margin of your Bible in the 
first part of the 11th chapter of 
Luke. Four little words — here 
they are. Verse 1 —. petition — 
“Lord, teach us to pray.” And then 
in verses 2 to 4 we have the pat- 
tern prayer — “Our Father which 
art in heaven, hallowed be thy 
name. Thy kingdom come.” Then 
verses 5 to 10 give a parable of 
prayer. And then in verses 11 to 
13 we have the pledge of prayer, 
that is, “If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto 
your children: how much more

ther through faith in the Lord Je- 
sus Christ. That means the babe in 
Christ, the young man, the more 
advanced, the father in Israel, and 
as long as we are in this flesh, we 
need to be taught to pray. And 
then these words, “Lord, teach us 


to pray,’ not how to pray, not to 


betaken up with the mechanics of 
prayer, bist, prayer itself. 

May I say in passing, all prayer 
should be directed to the Father, 
in the Spirit and in the name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Now it is most interesting to 
read about the setting of the back- 
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shall your heavenly Father give 
the Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him? We have the petition, pat- 
tern, parable and pledge. While 
the word was spoken _. be- 
fore Pentecost, we this side of 
Pentecost have in Romans 8:26, 
27, a fulfillment of the pledge. in 
Luke 11, verses 11 to 18. 


“The Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not 
what we should pray for as we 
ought: but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot 
be uttered. 


“And he that searcheth the 
‘hearts knoweth what is the 
- mind of the Spirit, because he 

maketh intercession for the 
ae according to the will of

So after the petition, “Lord, 
teach us to pray,” we have the 
pattern prayer. I have just time 
tonight very hurriedly to speak up- 
on the first two words of that pat- 
tern prayer, “Our Father.” Here 
in these two words (underline 
them) we find a double relation- 
ship or a double relationship sug- 
gested; first, Sonship, and second, 
brotherhood. Now I want you to 
see the teaching. First of all, the 
suggestion of Sonship in the word 
“Father.” It is of uttermost im- 
portance that we remember who 
has a Scriptural right to call God 
“Father.” Listen carefully. God is 
not the Father of all living. “What, 
you mean to tell me God isn’t the 
Father of us all?’ No, He is not. 
God’s Word clearly teaches us that 
the unregenerated, the unbeliever, 
is dead in trespasses and sin, 
without hope, without Christ, alien- 
ated even from God, and God is 
not the Father to the unbeliever. 
And the unbeliever has not the 
right to call God “Father,” for the 
unregenerated are not members of 
the household of faith and have 
not entered into _ relationship 
through faith, and the only prayer 
God will hear from the heart and 
lips of an unbeliever is this one: 
“Lord, be merciful to me a sin- 
ner.” Now I want you to get this. 
Be you ever so educated, ever so 
fine and ever so cultured, just the 


cream of humanity.— unless you4: 


have had in your heart a saving | 
knowledge and a witness of the: 
Spirit, unless you have passed 
from death unto life, you are dead 
in trespasses and sin and you have 
no Scriptural right to petition the 
throne of grace and call God “Fa- 
ther.’ But the moment that you 
accept Christ as Lord and ask 
God to be propitiated for you, a 
sinner, and you apply to your heart 
the work He accomplished on the 
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cross by paying the penalty for 
your. sin and dying in your stead, 
and ask God to be a propitiation 
for your sins — that moment you 
enter into the household of faith, 


jand then you have the Scriptural 


right to address God as ‘‘Father.” 


So naturally the question arises 
still further, how to become a Son 
of God. I am going to give it to 
you now. John 1:12 says: 

“But as many as received 
him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of Goi, 
even to them that believe on 
his name.” 


And then how do we receive 
Him? Here it is. “He that heareth 
my word, and believeth on him that 
sent me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemnation, 
but is passed from death unto life’ 
(James 5:24). For faith comes by 
hearing and hearing by the word 
of God. “He that heareth my word 
and believeth .... shall not come 


into condemnation, but is passed 


from death unto life.” Ye are the 
children of God. How? By faith in 
Christ Jesus. And if you have not 
the witness of the Spirit in your 
heart that you are a child of God, 
even though you are a member of 
some local church, you are as dead 
as a doornail, dead in trespasses 
and sin. I am not doing any 
shadow-boxing. I am telling you 
the eternal truth. Now God says 
the prayer ofthe wicked is an 
abomination unto Him and if you 
are still an unbeliever and have 


prayed this pattern prayer in the 


church, calling God ‘Father,” 
your prayer is an abomination un- 
to Him. 


But I want to stop and say, 
Won’t you come? He says, “Him 
that cometh unto me, I will in no 
wise cast out” (John 6:37). And 
so we learn on the very threshold 
in this school of prayer that only 
those born again can scripturally 
pray and address God “Our Fa- 
ther.” And you will notice, as I 
said before, that on June 16th is 
a national day of prayer. As I 
was very careful to say in the 
announcement, let all born again 
Christians unite in this great day 
of prayer, irrespective of denomi- 
nation. if you are a child of God 
and know you are, you can pray 
and call God “Father,” and seek 
with God’s help, to change the 
course of the nation, and since 
the time of national emergency has 
been declared by our own presi- 
dent, .we can respond. to this call 
for prayer and meet around the 
throne of grace on that great na- 
tional day, confessing our sins, 
asking God for wisdom and guid- 
ance for all in authority. 


The first thought in these words 
“Our Father,” is the thought of 
brotherhood. That leads me to this 
one word “Our.” We have the 
thought of brotherhood, “Our Fa- 
ther.’’ Notice it does not say “My 
Father,” that is, God is not just 
the Father to one, but “Our Fa- 


ther,” a large family composed of 


men and women out of every na- 
tionality. So when you pray you 
have a good many brothers and 
sisters in Christ. 


Time will not permit me to go 
into detail and tell you there are 
two brotherhoods in the worid. Sa- 
tan’s trick is this, to talk about the 
brotherhood of men and to have 
everyone, saved and unsaved, call 
God “Father.” Listen. Christ, 
speaking to an unsaved one, said, 
‘Your father is the devil’ (John 
8:44). That is one brotherhood. 
Every unregenerated man and 
woman, be you ever so upright and 
wonderful a citizen, if you are not 
born again, you belong to the 
brotherhood of Satan. That is the 
truth. And there is another great 
brotherhood, the brotherhood of all 
who are born again. Satan’s trick 
is to try to get you mixed up and 
come into fellowship with the 
works of darkness. My Bible says, 
“Come out from among them, and 
be ye separate, saith the Lord, 
for what fellowship hath right- 
eousness with unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light 
with darkness?” (II Cor. 6:14-17). 


How shall we prepare for the day 
of prayer? First of all, confess 
your sin. Oh, how thankful we 
ought to be tonight that God has a 
provision for us. “If we confess our 
sins He is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.’ And He 
said, “These things write I unto 
you, that ye sin not. And if any 


man sin, we have an advocate (an 
attorney at the bar of justice) with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the right- 
eous.” And there, standing before 
the Father. when a child of His 
sins, Christ says to the Father, . 
“Father, put that to my account. 
I have paid it in my own body on 
the cross of Calvary,” not at tke 
hands of the ungodly. Ask God to 
show you what has broken the fel- 
lowship between you and God. Con- 
fess you have sinned and be obedi- 
ent to God’s Word. 


Oh, I wish I had another whole 
hour with you. 

I go back in the book of Joshua. 
Joshua was defeated when he went 
out to a certain battle. Why? Sin 
crept into the camp. Achan had 
coveted a Babylonish garment. We 
read in the 7th chapter how Josh- 
ua treated Achan. I want to tell 
you why the church of Jesus Christ 
is as powerless as it is, and it is 
because of sin, S-I-N. And when — 
we get to the point of confessing 
our sin and forsaking our sin and 
asking God to cleanse us, a Heav- 
en-sent revival will come down. 
And everybody said, “Amen.” I 
tell you the truth. 


PRAYER: Our Father, teach us 
to pray and may men and women 
who are not members of the body - 
of Christ now come into the re- 
lationship through faith in Jesus 
Christ, and on the 16th day of June, 
may there be a great wave of 
prayer up to Thy throne. For we 
ask it in Christ’s name. Amen. 
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
